League of Women Voters 


To Choose New Head 
Today. 


Setting out that “it is impossible 
for the state to support all of its 
activities in any adequate manner 
when so large a part of its total 
revenue—61 per cent going to 
highways—is not available,” R. P. 
Brooks, dean of the University of 
Georgia’s School of Commerce, of- 
fered a three-point solution pro- 
gram here yesterday. 

Speaking at the annual conven- 
tion of the Georgia League of 
Women Voters, Brooks said “any 
one of the three courses would 
materially improve the state’s fi- 
nancial situation.” 

The three points follow: 

1—Abandon the system of allo- 
cations. 

2—Peg the highway funds at a 
fixed figure if it is politically im- 
possible to stop allocations. 

3—Reduce the state gasoline tax 
to three cents—the present rate is 
six cents—and devote this exclu- 
sively to the Highway Depart- 


ment, 
To Choose Head. 

The delegates will select a new 
president today to replace Jose- 
phine Wilkins, who is retiring aft- 
er six years. The three nominees 
are Mrs. Stephen B. Ives, Mrs. 
Harry L. Greene and Mrs. Fred T. 
Scanling, all of Atlanta. Polls will 
open at 9 o’clock this morning. 

In discussing his proposals, Dean 
Brooks said: “Abandonment of the 
system of allocations would pro- 
vide the best solution. The peren- 
nially recurring troubles we have

Dean Brooks said the third 
course was the “only practical 
one,” but pointed out that “She no- 
tion that Georgiafis dre groaning 
under the burden of. taxation rests 
on a flimsy foundation.” He said 
despite this he was against new 
taxes “until other ways of improv- 
ing Georgia’s financial condition 
have been tried out.” 

In stressing abandonment of al- 
locations, Dean Brooks said, 
“Common sense would seem to de- 
mand that the taxes collected go 
|into a general fund and be appro- 
priated by the legislature after a 
careful consideration of well- 
thought-out budgets for all de- 
partments and services. 

“But this is not done,” he add- 
ed. “Sixty-one per cent of the 
revenue is set aside and ear- 
marked primarily for road con- 
struction and maintenance. The 
general fund therefore amounts to 
only 39 per cent of the total reve- 
nue and out of this must be sup- 
ported the entire educational es- 
tablishment of Georgia, the state- 
wide health program, all of our 
many eleemosynary institutions 
and the civil establishment of 
Georgia.” 

“The $17,000,000 of state money 
that went last year to the high- 
way department exceeded by 
$5,000,000 the total of all other ex- 
penditures when education is left 
out,” he said.

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We Must Pull Together 
Since the national presidential election and 
_the political decision made by the voters, there 
. have been almost universal appeals and calls 
for national unity. 

It is self-evident to everyone that, without 
an end to disputes and bickerings between fac- 
tions of the nation, there can be no effective 
development of that defensive armament and 
of that material aid for Britain which are the 
two great programs of the day. Beside these 
two programs, upon which the decency of the 
future world and the safety of America de- 
pend, any other consideration fades into in- 
significance. 

- Nearly all the recent appeals for national 
unity have been based upon the thought of 
political, or party co-operation. It has been 
felt, by both Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers, that both parties should forget their dif- 
ferences and unite, ready to push the defense 
program to early completion, working shoulder 
to shoulder at the wheel. 

This is well and good, altogether desirable. 
Yet there is another feature of national life 
in which unity is still more urgently needed. 

There are three great interests which, for 
the salvation of the nation, must work to- 
gether in systematic teamwork. They are gov- 
ernment, business and labor. | 

It would be fatuous to pretend that the 
nation has not suffered severely, in the past, 
because of disputes among these three. It is 
idle to attempt, here, to assume to judge be- 
tween any two, or all three of them. All have 
been partially right and partially wrong in 
their viewpoints and in the antagonisms that 
have devéloped between them. 

These, however, should be all of the past, 
today. Government’s punitive policies toward 
business must be stopped, while business itself 
must wipe out its suspicion of government. 
Both must learn that the other has con- 
tributed greatly to the growth of America, that 
it is fundamentally utterly patriotic and there 
must be an endeavor sincerely to understand 
the viewpoint of each other. 

Labor, which has made such great gains in 
recent years, must guard against an overstep- 
ping of group selfishness, which might well 
result in irreparable injury to the nation. 

If these three great forces in modern life 
cannot work together in harmonious teamwork, 
much of the criticism of democracy, made by 
her foes, will have been proven well founded. 
The weakness of democracy is its slowness to 
decision and its proneness to division. 

America, as the stronghold of democracy, 
must prove to the world that it is a form of 
society able to meet and to overcome any 
obstacle, any enemy that arises to challenge. 

In a world in flames there is only one 
purpose which can animate all American 
thought, all American effort. That is the saving 
of our own. house, or own land, from the raging 
holocaust. 

To thus save it, every individual, every 
group, every interest in the nation must com- 
pletely eliminate selfish, personal or group am- 
bitions and must stand, with all others, as 
Americans proud and glad to work together 
for the strength and safety of the nation all 
profess to love.

Laval, the Catspaw 

It is being suggested in several quarters that 
the Vichy government would very much like to 
act as intermediary between the United States 
and Germany, now that the Hitler regime is 
setting up its “new order” in Europe. 

The Vichy government is controlled by 
Pierre Laval, of whom the kindest thing that 
may be said is that he serves a purpose—Hit- 
ler’s purpose. His front man is Marsha! Petain, 
of whom it can only be said that he has come 
to serve his beloved France again in her dark- 
est hour. Already sulking in Africa is Marshal 
Weygand, a third of the strong men left to 
France. ; 

Laval it is who sends out the feelers inform- 
ing the United States that France is willing to 
act as an intermediary. Chiefly, it must be 
assumed, this attempted role is a sop to the 
people of France, who must be kept at least 
partially hopeful and contented if Laval is to 
keep his Hitlerian job—and his neck. Certainly 
he can have no hope that the United States 
will come knocking at his door. 

Particularly is this.so at a time when Hit- 
ler’s “new order” is little, if any, more than 
propaganda. The Europe of Hitler is a Europe 
of the “master race” and the slave races; it is 
a Europe caged from the seas by the thin grey 
line of the British battle fleet; it is a Europe 
trapped as long as the British and American 
fleets sail the oceans of the world. 

Great though may be the sympathy of the 
American people for the crushed peoples of 
France, it can be only with disdain that they 
answer leaders of the Lavalist clique. For they 
would sell the heritage of France for something 
less than a mess of pottage. 


Talking ‘Round the Stump 

Mayor Hartsfield now adds to his expressed 
opinions about city council the statement that 
“the big majority of our council members are 
fine, upright fellows. .. .” 

This follows his earlier accusation that “a 
small majority of the city council is openly 
aligned with the underworld.” 

The two statements amount to the same 
thing, the second being merely a reiteration, 
from the reverse side, of the earlier charge. 

In view of the serious nature of that charge, 
both statements are equally unsatisfactory. 

If, as the Mayor has stated, there are any 
council members, even one, “openly aligned 
with the underworld@ if he has proof of that 
charge, it is his simple duty to the city to 
name the man, or men, to whom he refers and 
furnish the proof of his accusation. If he has 
been indulging in mere political talk, he is due 
a genuine apology to the individuals and to 
the entire council he has thus maligned. 

Generalities will not do, when such a 
serious charge has been made. Atlanta cannot 
permit any member, or members, of its govern- 
ing body to be partners in underworld racke- 
teering or in crime. There is a proper way pro- 
vided, through the courts and through im- 
peachment, to purge council of such mis- 
representatives, if such exist. 

The Mayor has said, also, “records will show 
who is who,” meaning, presumably, there is a 
record which holds the evidence on which he 
based his first accusation. 

What records? If this is true, if there is 
record of “alignment with the underworld,” 
against any member of council, the Mayor is, in 
duty bound, required to cite that record, chap- 
ter and verse, and let the people and the au- 
thorities know the identity of the undesirables 
within council personnel. 

Generic praise of “the big majority” is no 
answer at all. It is time the Mayor got down 
to brass tacks, quit talking around the stump 
and no longer allow the guilty ones to hide 
under the cloak of anonymity.

War Robert Patterson. 

Such an arrangements is regarded as a return to governmental 
“normalcy.” ‘Its sponsors admit, rather grudingly, that business 
experts will always remain necessary to the defense effort. But 
they would have them attached to the army and navy procurement 
organizations as civilian aides. Their argument is that the army 
and navy must do the fighting, and should therefore have the re- 
sponsibility of getting the needed weapons. They also object to 
the growth of such extra-governmental powers as the defense com- 
mission has already become. 

In arguing for their plan, of course, they omit certain very 
serious objections to it. For one thing, the army and navy have 
co-operated with such difficulty, even under extreme outside pres- 
sure, that even today they have not. agreed on common standards 
for such obviously important items of material as aircraft engines, 
For another, the regular army and navy personnel has little or no 
experience in procurement on a large scale, has shown no ability 
to grasp the problems of mass production, and is as obstinate about 
learning new ways as an army mule.

He has no duties to any private 
organization unless he voluntarily 
assumes them, And if it be estab- 
lished that American citizens must 
join. unions in order that their 
economic rights may be protected, 
then these unions must be gub- 
divisions of his government and 
not private organizations. If the 
government is good enough to 
govern the nation to which he 
gives his allegiance, it is good 
enough to run his union—which, 
of course, gets us into politics and 
very close to Mr. Hitler’s type of 
labor organization, which makes 
the bargains for the workers and 
makes the workers make good.

REPEAL THE POLL TAX? Being an idealist myself I dislike 


most intensely to become involved 
with one of those impractical persons. 

The Georgia League of Women Voters, the organization with the 
most intelligent program for arousing interest in the ballot, is meet- 
ing in our town and a part of the program yesterday was devoted 
to talk on the poll tax. : 

Chess Abernathy, the able young editor of the Cobb County 
Times, read a paper on suffrage and advocated abolition of the 
poll tax in the name of democracy and good government. This 
prey on a discussion which put the program an hour .behind 

e. 

My position on this matter is somewhat akin to that of the 
boy who stood on the burning deck from whence all but he had fled. 

I do not think the poll tax ought to be abolished. I think the 
privilege of voting ought to carry with it some direct contribution 
to government. I think this always ought to be true. 

The cost is $1 per year, and if there be those who are un- 
willing to contribute less than a third of a cent per day for the 
privilege of casting a ballot, I am not at all interested in fighting 
for their privilege to vote. 

The idealists always are talking about the large number of 
those whom they term apathetic boobs who vote like sheep or do 
not vote at all. I never quite understood why there should be such 
a whooping up of a crusade to bring more such boobs into the 
balloting booths. 

The cold fact is that it would not assist democracy one whit 
but would exaggerate the evils we have by putting more persons 
into them. 

Voters ought not to be allowed to vote until they are inter- 
ested enough in the privilege to qualify and make a very small 
contribution to government. There is no more ardent Democrat 
than I, but to put up abolishment of the poll tax as a panacea and 
a cure-all of the ills of government is just so much medicine-man 
talk. It won’t cure the ills of government. It will exaggerate them. 
It won’t cure warts, either. 


THE CLINCHER The statistics show that of an approximate 
500,000 persons registered to vote in Georgia, 
about 200,100 failed to vote. 

That, to me, is a clincher argument against abolishing the 
poll tax. 

The problem is getting out the registered voter. And if those 
who have paid a direct contribution for the privilege of voting 
aren't interested, why go whooping off to another job, dismal in 
prospect, before the task of getting out the registered vote is 
tackled? 

The idealists toss off some nice phrases about trusting govern- 
ment to the masses and accepting their verdict. No one believes 
more in the wisdom of the people than I. But this business of 
being a citizen ought to carry with it some obligation. I mean a 
direct obligation, and the poll tax is as good as any. 

It is argued that many people do not vote because they do not 
care for the candidates and don’t think it worth while to vote. 

That undoubtedly is true. But it still doesn’t mean we ought 
to add 500,000 more persons, half of whom won’t care for them 
either, and who will let the other half merely emphasize the prob- 
lems we have. 

The boys keep talking about something which may be true in 
the good year 2980. I prefer to keep sight of the fact that the 
voting is to be done in 1942, 1944 and in other immediate years. 
Let’s have a remedy which will apply now. 

Whatever the remedy is, it isn’t a bottle of Poll Tax Abolish- 
ment Bitters hawked from the back of a theorist’s wagon. 


A FEW MORE EXAMPLES Nowhere is there any evidence, in 


the states which have abolished 
the poll tax, that they get better government or more interest in 
government. | 

The dangerous fact is that they, too, are writing editorials and 
making speeches bemoaning the apathy of the voter.. 

North Carolina has “Our Boy” Reynolds in the ‘senate as a 
product of the poll-taxless voters in the Tarheel State. The worst 
political machines in the nation exist in states where there is no 
poll tax. The one exception is Uncle Ed Crump’s machine in Shelby 
county, Tennessee, There is no improvement in government. or 
democracy or interest in the ballot in the states which have re- 
moved the poll tax. 

I would be willing for the poll tax to be lifted if the state and 
the problems of the state were ready for it. And if some other 
form of direct contribution were required. But the state isn’t ready. 
The person who would immediately abolish the poll tax would 
plunge the state into more woes than one can imagine. 

Years ago I said here that the anti-lynching bill would drive 
lynching underground and would exaggerate, not solve, the evil of 
lynching. Today that fact is so generally recognized it soon is to 
be the topic of a national council on the subject. 

Abolishment of the poll tax cannot be a national law. It must 
be a.state matter. And Georgia is not ready for it. Abolishment 
would exaggerate the evils we have. Not solve them. 

Never forget this one fundamental fact—legislation cannot go 
ahead of the capacity of the people to absorb and execute it,. If it 
does, it fails. That is the one infallible rule of history. 


No Man Can Respect Himself If 


He Lives in Dread of a 
Masters Whip

People who have visited India say the native driver is the most 
reckless to be found on the earth. Nothing can induce him to 
drive sanely. Though a narrow thoroughfare is swarming with 
traffic, he seems oblivious of all else but the maniacal joy of 
speeding. 

The explanation is simple. He is drunk with power. Afoot in 
the dust of the street he is the humblest and most insignificant of 
all human beings—a despised starveling who grovels before all 
mankind. But under the steering wheel, with enormous power 
obeying the pressure of his dirty bare toes, he is transformed into 
a demigod by the miracle of self-respect. . 

That miracle is not strange to Americans, It explains why so 
many thousands prefer a car to a home. Afoot and empty of pocket, 
the “forgotten” feel humble and insecure, or bitter and envious; 
but give them a good second-hand car to parade up and down 
familiar streets, and their souls expand with the glory of being 
somebodies,. Who has forgotten how his ego rejoiced in the. control 
of power when he drove his first brass-trimmed flivver. 

Man wants but little here below. The first and chief of his 
desires is to feel respectable. To that end he exerts himself from 
infancy to old age. If in boyhood he shows off his muscle and 
in later years makes display of his skill and his winnings to gain 
the respect of his fellows, it is only bé@cause the public’s respect 
enables him to respect himself. 

If in one environment he strives harder than in another, it is 
because the competition is stiffer and he must accomplish more in 
order to feel respectable. 

To feel respectable—to feel the dignity of manhood—to hold his 
head high and look the world in the face—these are natural and 
elemental rights, yet man has fought for thousands of years to 
secure them. 

It is power that men fear—cold, impersonal, merciless power 
that no man can fight or stand against.. It shames and degrades 
men, for it makes them helpless. Until such power was chained, 
there was no human dignity anywhere. If such power continues to 
grow, little men everywhere will lose the right to feel respectable.

Has the talking motion picture 
attuned our é€ars anew, rendering 
them accustomed to voices louder 
than normal conversation? 

I think that must be true, after 
attending a number of stage 
dramas. in recent seasons. And 
I’m thinking specifically of Miss 
Gertrude Lawrence’s fine produc- 
tion of “Skylark” at the Erlanger 
last week. 

I found it difficult to hear much 
of the clever dialogue though my 
seats were down in the eighth 
row. was convinced that the 
years had brought deafness in 
their train—and I know that is 
true, to a slight extent. Though I 
still can hear the offer of a cock- 
tail across a room and against the 
chatter of many voices. 

But in foyer chat at the first in- 
termission I discovered I was not 
alone in my inability to catch the 
bright lines from the stage. Half- 
a-dozen men and women who 
have no trace of deafness made 
similar complaints. 

Oddly, my difficulty lessened as 
the play proceeded. I heard ev- 
erything much more. clearly. 
Which is why I think perhaps the 
“talkies” which are tuned for the 
top row of the balcony, had ac- 
customed my ears to “loud speak- 
ing.” They adjusted themselves 
for the later acts of the stage 
show. 

But I do have a complaint 
against the modern school of ac- 
ting. It reverses the elocution 
teachers vainly attempted to drill 
into.me in my youth. I admire re- 
pression, up to a point. Certainly,

Highest Court 
Rules Against 
Labor Board 


Denies Authority To 
Compel Reimbursement 
of Relief Agencies. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(UP) 
The supreme court, in a 6-to-2 
decision, ruled today that the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board do¢s 
not have authority to compel Wag- 
ner act violators to reimburse re- 
lief agencies for money paid to 
strikers or workers illegally dis- 
charged. 

The ruling featured the trib- 
unal’s first opinion session of the 
1940-41 term. It came in a case 
involving the board’s decree that 
the Republic Steel Corporation 
should reimburse relief agencies, 
chiefly WPA, for amounts paid to 
strikers or locked-out workers 
during and after the “Little Steel” 
strike of 1937. The decision set 
aside this portion of the NLRB 
order. 


Another Decision. 

Another important decision, this 
one unanimous, affirmed a Labor 
Board order invalidating a closed- 
shop contract between the AFL’s 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists and the Serrick Corpora- 
tion, of Muncie, Ind., automobile 
parts manufacturer. The CIO’s 
United Automobile Workers claim- 
ed to represent a majority of all 
employes in the Serrick plant. 


The AFL contract covered only 
toolroom employes. But the NLRB 
found that the company had con- 
ducted an anti-CIO campaign and 
ruled that the purported AFL ma- 
jority in the toolroom was not the 
result of a free choice of the 
workers.

Armistice Day 


MY DAY: Memories 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


CHICAGO, Ill, Monday.—This is Armistice Day and we are on 
our way by train to Chicago. It is raining and the landscape is 
dreary and gloomy, as it may well be, for it matches the mood of 
most of us who remember what Armistice! Day 
meant to us in the year 1918. Nature should 
weep with us, for the high hopes which hu- 
manity had of ending war on this earth lie in 
ruins all about us. 

Again we gather in body or in spirit at 
Unknown Soldiers’ tombs the world over, but 
the belief that their sacrifice would never have 
to be renewed is gone. In the years to come, 
in many countries in the world, people will 
again gather to mourn the death of young men, 
old people, women and children, killed in this 
period of war madness. 

For years I prayed and worked and hoped ate aici 
that the desire could be removed from men’s hearts. Now I have 
to change my prayer, for when some men use force they oblige the 
rest of the world to compete on their terms. There are people, of 
course, who believe that physical force can be conquered by spirit- 
ual, passive resistance. Those who hold to this belief may prove 
at some future date that they are right. 

In the meantime, for most of us, it seems imperative that we 
meet physical force with physical force. But our prayers and our 
endeavor should be to use this physical force to achieve the re- 
sults in which we believe, and which are not achieved by the aims 
and desires of those against whom we exert our influence. 

Can we have physical force and not use it for oppression? The 
totalitarian countries would seem to prove that the answer is 
“no.” All of their people obey the will of the man or the few 
men who form their government, and this will is exerted to bring 
about misery and terror for certain groups of people and sub- 
servience for all. 

Our force, to justify itself, must be exerted to defend the-weak, 
to insist that justice, so far as we know it, shall be meted out to 
all of our citizens and to those who come within our sphere of 


.influence. If we can keep a guard upon ourselves which will pre- 


vent a lust for power, or a debauch of greed, then we will have 
done something even greater than what we envisioned on the Armi- 
stice Day of 1918. 

May the prayer in the heart of each and every citizen of the 
United States today be that they acquire strength—physical, mental 
and morai—but only so that they must use it to build up a civi- 
lization from which war of all kinds may disappear. May God 
give each and every one of us the power to love, the grace to be 
humble and the understanding to be compassionate.
